1B1, TURKISH REPUBIC OF NORTHERN CYPRUS. There was to be activity from 
1B1NCC, which could be a possible new DXCC country, between November 
15-28. As of November 21st, nothing has been reported on this station, 
but there have been reports of a 1B1AB station. 1B1AB has been heard 
on November 17 on 21255 kHz around 1400z and on November 19 on 14256 
kHz around 1645z. There is no further information on this station and 
one could only guess if it is part of the 1B1NCC effort. 


3DA, SWAZILAND. 3DAQBK has been reported on 80 meters beginning as early 
as 0245z and as late as around 0330Z. He has been heard on 3501, 3507 
and 3526. 


AM5I, VENEZUELA CONTEST STATION. Remember to look for Steve/YV5DTA, 
Scott/WS4E, Ken/WM2C, Fred/KE7X and Ken/KOPP during the CQ WW CW Contest 
(Multi-Single effort) from Steve's house in Caracas. Also starting 
November 22th, the operators will be active before the contest using 
their own call /YV5 and on the WARC bands (mainly CW). QSL via I2CBM. 


4S7, SRI LANKA. OH2VZ expects to be on from Sri Lanka from November 15th 
thru December 15th. His activity will be mostly 40 and 15 meters. 


8P6, BARBADOS. Mark, J5UAI, will be spending one more week of operating 
in Guinea-Bissau before tearing down the station for shipment. He has 
received his new orders and will be spending the next 2 to 3 years in 
8P6-land. 


EL, LIBERIA. Massimo, I8NHJ, will be active in the CQ WW CW Contest from 
Monica's (EL2PP) QTH. Monica states that this is the only active CW 
operation from EL-land within the last year. I8NHJ will be active from 
November 24-30. QSL only the CW operations to I8NHJ (CBA ok) and all 
other EL2PP operations to N2CYL. 


KH6, HAWAITAN ISLANDS. Ward, NOAX, will be active in the CQ WW CW 
Contest as a Single Op/All Band low-power entry. He hopes to use KH6RS, 
a rarely heard Maui ARC call sign (they mainly use NH6T now). Outside 
the contest, he will probably be using NOAX/KH6. Ward states to listen 
for him on 80/160 meters. Look for him between 1820 and 1830 on the 
hour, starting around 0800z (with emphasis on JA's Friday night, NA/SA 
Saturday). 


PI, NETHERLANDS. Rob, PA3ERC (Sysop of PI8DXC PacketCluster), informs 
OPDX that members of the PI4COM ARC will be active in the CQ WW CW 
Contest as Multi/Multi. They also plan to be active in the ARRL 160 
Meter Contest, as well as the CQ WW 160 Meter Contest. QSL PI4COM via 
PA3CAL (bureau). 


PJ9, CURACAO. Carl, OH6XY, will be traveling here to be active in 

the CQ WW CW Contest (40 meter/Single op) as PJ9Y. He will be active 
before and after the contest on 6 meters. SPECIAL NOTE: Carl is the 
team leader of RadioTeam Finland and is serving on the United Nations 
High Command on Refugees in the former Yugoslavia, a postition he has 
held since last November. His stay is through November 1994 and can be 
worked from either Croatia (9A/OH6XY) or Bosnia-Herzegovina (T9/OH6XY). 
Jukka, OH3GZ, is acting QSL Manager for Carl and has the logs for the 
following calls: 9A/OH6XY, ZA/OH6XY, ZA2A, PJ2/OH6XY, PI9Y, 4N4/OH6XY 
and T9/OH6XY. 


TY, BENIN. Ken, TY80BO, will again be active from Benin between November 
30th and December 8th. Ken plans to be active every day from about 
1800z until he drops (gets tired). As before, he plans no CW, but will 
respond using his straight key if asked appropriately.

He 
will be there November 27-December 15. Bill, VK4CRR, will also join him 

as VK9XO, from December 1-11. QSL VI9XN to W5KNE. QSL VK9XO to VKACRR. 


Last week we reported on this 
operation and we were informed by some Western NY DX Association (WNYDXA) 
officers that this information was put out as an apparent joke to excite 
the real WNYDXA operation (VP9MZ).
